Pre-Demolition Survey Report (PDSR) 
For Cooling Tower 709 

Dear Mr. Legare: 

The State has received the Pre-Demolition Survey Report (PDSR) for the cooling tower 709 as submitted 
in your letter of October 18, 2001. Our staff has reviewed the report and agrees that the towers meet 
criteria for demolition. We note that additional surveys on the debris from the wooden upper-levels of the 
tower are required before disposal of all waste in a clean landfill. 

Paragraph two of your letter request our approval of retyping of the cooling tower as a Type I facility 
according to RFCA. Although we have no disagreement with your characterization of the facility as Type 
I, we do not perceive a need to re-characterize facilities after completion of PDSR's. The RFCA building 
typing process is designed to provide criteria for decommissioning and decontamination work and 
surveys prior to the final survey (PDSR). There is no need to retype any building after completion of 
decontamination and final survey. This final survey (PDSR) tells us that the facility is eligible for clean 
demolition regardless of the original RFCA typing; therefore, your request for retyping in a PDSR 
submittal letter is unnecessary.
